A BRIDGETENDER SAVES LIVES, 


Prompt Action Prevents a Car from Go- 
ing Into the River. 

About 10 o’clock yesterday morning State 
street car No. 96, loaded with policemen and 
a dozen women, approached the State street 
bridge from the north and started on the down 
grade from the viaduct just as the bridge be- 
gan to swing to allow the propeller Kalamazoo 
to pass up stream. The new driver attempted 
to stop the car by pulling the reins, in his 
excitement forgetting all about the brake. 
The horses, almost on their haunches, were 
powerless to stop the car, which pushed them 
toward the edge of the abutment. Some of 
the women fainted, others jumped off the 
car and were thrown down. One woman 
was dragged by nher skirts catching in the 
seat and was scratched about the hands and 
face. 
set his brake and jumped for the horses’ 
heads. The driver was terror stricken and 
unable to move. Just as the car was about 
to plunge into the river the bridge swung 
back and the calamity was averted. Bridge- 
tender James W. O’Leary had comprehended 
the situation, and at the risk of causing a col- 
lision with the approaching vessel had re- 
versed the engme on the bridge and crowded 
on a head of steam that caused the structure 
to swing back as it had never swung before. 
It was done just in time to savenearly a 
score of lives. 

A procession of police-laden cars was 
brought to a sudden standstill about noon 
yesterday at Kinzie and State streets. Car 
No. 124 was leading and a vehicle attempted 
to cross in front of it. The driver applied 
his brake, but failed to pull on the reins. 
The horses, which were about to make a 
dash for the viaduct incline, snapped the 
whiffietree in two. Crowds of people on 
their way to lunch blocked the siaewalks, 
and the unfortunate driver was subjected to 
considerable guying. A whiffletree was ob- 
tained from the rear car and two of the cars 
continued their journey.

NAGLE ROUGHLY HANDLED 


He Draws His Revolver on the Crowd—Ex- 
citement at Western Avenue After Mad- 
ison Street Cars Have Made One Trip— 
‘The Street Railway Official Attacked by 
a Man Who Had an Old Gradge Against 
Him—Superintendent Parsons’ Promise. 
The West Division company made an effort 

yesterday afternoon to move cars, and in the 

events which followed Superintendent Nagie 
was roughly hand led. 

After a conference with Mr. Yerkes, Gen- 
eral Manager Parsons decided to run cars on 


reached about noon. Police officers were 
stationed at the corners of streets intersect- 
ing Madison. Lieut. Shay and sixteen men 
were detailed to accompany the cars. 

When the doors of the Western avenue 
barns swung open there were few strikers in 
sight. A score or more were clustered 
around the corner of Madison street and 
Western avenue and as many more on Lake 
street. Between Madison and Lake streets, 
on Western avenue, there were not a dozen 
people. Car No. 747 was the first to run out. 
Henry Young, a starter in the employ of the

company, held the lines, and Charlie Fisk, the 
company’s claim agent, was ready to collect 
fares. The second car, No. 746, was manned 
by Superintendent Nagle as driver and Car 
Inspector Harris as conductor. The third 
and last car, No. 745, was driven by Division 
Superintendent Gubbins and a man named 
Carson acted as conductor. Lieut. Shay 
and eight officers in a patrol wagon headed 
the procession. Another patrol wagon with 
eight officers brought up the rear. The 
small crowd at the corner gave a yell of de- 
rision, but made no move. Two hundred 
people were collected at Halsted street and 
jeered. 

At Fifth avenue the rear car turned around 
the loop and was followed by the patrol 
wagon. An expressman backed his wagon 
across the track in front of the car, which 
was immediately surrounded by swarms of 
boys yelling like demons. Four officers 
sprang to the ground, opened a passage, and 
captured five of the boys, who were loaded 
into the car, but afterwards released. This 
did not intimidate the others, who followed 
the car around the loop, yelling. 

At Fifth avenue on the return trip a good 
sized crowd had collected, and it greeted the 
procession with the usual epithets applied to 
non-union men.

woman shouted: “Stop thief! Stop thief!’ 
A youth darted from the crowd and hun- 
dreds started in pursuit, the woman, with a 
child in her arms, bringing up the rear. The 
thief turned the corner of Market street. 

Several passengers were taken on at Canal 
street, including two women. 

Several hundred men were at Madison and 
Western avenue when the cars reached 
there. An hour had elapsed since the cars 
left the barn. During that time the news 


had spread. When the horse stepped on the % 


automatic switch it failed toturn. Gubbins 
applied the brake, but the bystanders struck 
the horses, which sprang forward, pulling 
the car off the tracks. Then shouts arose. 
A dozen men jumped at the heads of the 
horses. The patrol wagons stopped and the 
officers hurried up. Gubbins failed to get 
his car on the track, but drove to the stable 
over the pavement. 

Superintendent Nagle was hit on the leg 
with a stone. Then some one threw a brick 
at him, the missile grazing his chin and strik- 
ing @ man on the other side of the car. 
Nagle dropped the reins and drawing a re- 
volver leveled it at the crowd on the north 
side of Madison street.

Lieut. Shay jumped on the car platform and 
wrenched the weapon from Nagie’s hand.

“Arrest him. Lieutenant,” demanded a 
well dressed man, boarding the car. Shay 
pushed the man off, and, grabbing the lines, 
started for the barns, followed by the crowd. 
The last car was not molested, and, guarded 
by a dozen officers, made the short trip in 
safety. A man named Riggins was arrested 
on suspicion of being the man who threw 
the brick which struck Nagle. He laughing- 
ly protested his innocence and made no re- 
sistance. Nagle was posinve that a Van 
Buren street driver by the name of Hurley 
was one of the guilty parties. The Su- 
perintendent was hit in three places—on 
the leg, chin, and breast—but could not 
identity Ruggins as one of his assailants. 

In the meantime a crowd had collected 
around Riggins, who stall smilingly protested 
that he had nothing to do with the affair. A 
hundred men demanded that he be released. 
Lieut. Shay refused to let him go. A moment 
later Capt. Aldrich left the barn, and step- 
ping up to the wagon said something to the 
officer

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NOT ANOTHER CONCESSION 


MR, YERKES SAYS HE WILL HOLD NO 
MORE CONFERENCES. 

-_ 

He Withdraws All Promises That He Made 
the Men and Will Consider No Proposi- 
tions That They May Make—The Strikers 
Believe That They Will Win—Schilling 
Explains His Course—The City Increases 
the Number of Policemen. 


It is war to the bitter end now between 
the North Side strikers ana Mr. Yerkes. 
That is what the men say, and that is what 
Mr. Yerkes says. Between 3 and 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning the street-car President 
received the following note from the North 
Side committee, with which he had held a 
conference in the Mayor’s office a few hours 
before: 

CHICAGO, Oct. 9, 2:25 a. m.—Cnarles 7. Yerkes, 
g. — Dran Sim: The North Side men want it 
distinctly understood that they will accept noth- 
ing legs than 21 cents per hour for horse cars, 23 
cents per hour for trailers, and 25 cents per hour 
for grip cars, both conductors and drivers, and 
the hours to be as already agreed upon, and that 
those men who have been hired since the strike 
was inaugurated must be discharged.

“DON’T BE AFEARD, MUM! JzEs’ gumpP!”’ 
Mr. Yerkes yesterday afternoon. “It was 
not in the handwriting of any of the men. It 
was in the same handwriting as the letter 
signed ‘Luke Coyne’ which I received the 
previous day. 1 did not reply to it. And 
now let me say,” continued Mr. Yerkes, 
„that all my offers of concessions are with- 
drawn. I will not treat with the men again. 
I have no compromise to offer. Such of them 
as wish to return on the old terms will have 
their applications individually considered. 
I want no more to do with the lead- 
ers. They have not acted fairly. They 
have taken such concessions as I offered as 
evidence of weakness on my part. They 
have mistaken me. Itis not the first time. 
I have never advanced wages or made any 
other concessions to the men that the agi- 
tators have not tried to make it appear that 
those advances have been wrung from my 
fears. They have made boasts which indicated 
that they entertained just such opinions. Ill 
show them that I cannot be intimidated. We 
will henceforward have no more conferences. 
There will be no further efforts at compro- 
mise. We will go on hiring men to operate our 
cars in order to accommodate the public at 
the earliest date possible. 

„I may say, however, that I believe the 
conference of last evening would have re- 
sulted in a settlement of all difficulties but 
for the pernicious influence of George Schil- 
ling. lI objected to that man being present 
at the conference, but he would not permit 


them. He was hid &way in the 3 
room, next to the Mayor’s | 


during the 
conference. He had re consultations 
with Mr. Detwiler in reference to the ques- 
tions atissue. It was his influence that pre- 
vented a settlement. Had I been aware that 
he was in the next room when the conference 
began I would have withdrawn. I would 
have withdrawn had I known that the 
questions at issue were to be sub- 
mitted to him. I blame George Schilling 
for all the present labor troubles in Chicago. 
My North Side men are honest. They have 
been duped by this malignant agitator. The 
men did not really know what they wanted 
at the conference last evening. Schilling 
had to be on hand to prompt the raising of 
insuperable objections to a compromise. 1 
am through with this kind of business. I 
told the Mayor this morning that I was done 
with making concessions.”’ 

„How are you progressing towards secur- 
ing new men, Mr. Yerkes?” 

„ Fairly well. We have about 200 now. 
Some of those we hired have gone back on 
us—half the Philadelphia men, one from 
Kansas City, and some of the Chicago men. 
But the 200 are, we think, reliable.” 

“When do you expect to operate all the 
horse-cars?”’

CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS, 


Mr. Detwiler Says the Men Think They 
Will Win. 

Mr. Detwiler’s account of the conference 
at the Mayor’s office differs from that which 
Mr. Yerkes has given. Detwiler says that 
Mr. Yerkes attempted to browbeat the men. 
“ He told them that they did not know what 
they wanted, that they did not fully under- 
stand the nature of their demands, that 
those demands had been suggested and 
formulated by George Schilling. This 
latter statement one of the men con- 
tradicted, acknowledging that it was 
he who formulated the demands himself. 
The men knew well what they wanted. They 
wanted to be put in the same position in ref- 
erence to their employers as the West Side 
men have been. Mr. Yerkes’ reply to them 
was ‘What do vou know about the West 
Side” The yor fully understood 
the position of the men, and though 
he did not interfere to any great extent it 
was he that made the suggestions which 
resulted in the concessions being offered 
by Mr. Lerkes. Tue Mayor, for instance, 
asked what objecton Mr. Yerkes had to 
placing his men in the position as re- 
gards wages and hours as his West Side 
men. This was a staggerer for Yerkes, who 
began to yield. Such concessions as he of- 
fered were evidences of weakness—a recog- 
nition on his part that the demands of the 
men were not unreasonable and that they 
are backed up by general public sympathy. 
The system which Yerkes insists on 
maintaining could not but breed 
trouble and arouse suspicion. On 
one side of the river he has had 
men paid at the rate of ten per cent more for 
work than men employed on the other side 
have been for the same kind of work. That 
queer arrangement could not last. Either 
one set of men ought to Lave their wages 
raised to equalize them with the higher 
wages of the other set, or there was dan- 
ger of lowering the higher to the level of the 
lower. That 1s what the West Side men 
feared would be done, and their fears are 
quite natural, because Mr. Yerkes bas been 
referring to the higher wages of the West 
Side as being won at the point 
ot the shotgun, wrung from Russell Jones’ 
fears. Now this kind of talk could mean 
nothing less than that Mr. Yerkes would 
lower the West Side wages if he got a 
chance. The West Side strike was not done 
for sympathy, but for protection.

They would not cost 
that rich corporation much more than $25,000 
avear.

It has 
been the custom since the Nauonal bank 
system was established in 1862 for Postmas- 
ters and Collectors of Internal Revenue to 
make deposit of their collections in National 
banks.

These deposits were checked 
against to pay office expenses, and the 
monthly balances were remitted to Washing- 
ton or New York. All these deposits proba- 
bly amounted toa few million dollars at a 
ume. That was the custom of the four pre- 


vious Administrations. It was neither ille- 


galnor risky. No President before Cleve- 
land, however, ventured to give an order 
as broad as the one under which Sec- 
retary Fairchild is now acting. No Presi- 
dent before Cleveland went into the vaults 
of the New York Sub-Treasury and handed 
over sixty or seventy millions to the custody 
of the National banks of Wall street to be 
loaned out by them for gambling purposes 
like the deposits of speculators. No National 
Campaign Committee has before this looked 
to such favored banks for political donations 
It is true that these banks which Cleveland 
has thus favored give security for these 
Government funds, and there is little fear 
that there will be any defalcation resulting 
in loss, but where is the authority for the 
act? Whatright bas the President to loan 
money to these banks, with or without se- 
curity, so that they may have more money 
to peddle out among Wall street stock brok- 
ers and speculators? Thatis not one of the 
functions of Government. 

Does not this misleading ‘‘Greenbacker”’ 
know that Cleveland is the enemy of the 
principle that makes greenbacks? Does he 
not know that if Cleveland were reéiected 
and had a Democratic-Confederate-State- 
sovereignty Supreme Court behind him, in a 
short time that currency would be declared 
egal It he does not let him look for one 
moment at the facts. 

There are two schools of thought in this 
country—those of Webster ana of Calhoun, 
of the Nationalist and of the State sovereign- 
tyite—one believes power is with the people; 
another that it 1s with the States. One 
teaches that the United States isa sovereign 
Nation and can issue paper money ; the other 
that the States alone can doit.

Taney and Clifford and other survi- 
vals of pro-slavery days were still on the 
bench. At last, however, sounder men and 
sounder views ruled the court, and it was 
held that the Union was a sovereign Nation, 
and not a mere agent of a collection of sov- 
ereign States. It was decided that legal 
tender green backs could be issued in war or 
in peace, whenever Congress deemed there 
was need of them. 

Now does this alleged Greenbacker, know- 
ing how his pet money came into existence, 
intend to vote for a President who will fill 
vacancies in the Supreme Court as fast as he 
gets a chance with men who will reverse 
the decisions of that court and do by the 
greenback what Jackson did by the United 
States Bank! If so, he is either an amazing 
fool or a Democrat who is masquerading in 
the livery of a Greenbacker.

BISMARCK’S SCHEME. 

The scheme éf Bismarck for the annexation 
of Holland and the northern part of Belgium 
to Germany in the contingency of the death 
of the King of the Netherlands, upon which 
comment has already been made in Tun 
TRIBUNE, 18 interesting from two points of 
view, the nataonal and governmental. The 
total population of Belgium is about 6,000,000. 
In the southern half, which it is proposed to 
give to France by way of compensation, there 
are about two and a quarter millions of peo- 
ple who speak French only, and in the north- 
ern part about two and half millions who 
speak Flemish only, the descendants of the 
old Hollanders who fought so gallantiy for 
their liberty against Spain.

In round numbers 
Belgium is about half French and half Flem- 
ish or Teutonic. 

The crowning feature, however, of Bis- 
marck’s cunning scheme is to place the new 
territory under the rule of Leopold IL, the 
most popular small King in Europe and a 
German by birth. His mother was a Bour- 
bon, his wife is an Austrian. One of his

to perpetuate the monopoly which the com- 
pany now enjoys, and to prevent competition 
a few years hence when the Bell patent of 
doubtful legality expires by statutory limi- 
tation. Thereis no attempt to guard the 
city’s interests or to protect the public and 
the users of the telephones from the exac- 
tions of the trust which controls them. The 
ordinance is a deliberate and barefaced at- 
tempt to enrich a corporation at the expense 
of the people of Chicago. It seeks to legal- 
ize and perpetuate those exactions. And it 
was proposed to pass this ordinance asa 
whole, without debate and without consid- 
eration of its provisions, under the operation 
of the previous question moved by Ald. Cul- 
lerton. : 

What excuse can the twenty-four Alder- 
men who voted for che scheme at the various 
preliminary stages offer for their course! 
They must be either fools or knaves. A year 
ago the telephone company offered to pay the 
city a license fee of $% on each instrument. 
This would bring a net income of $27,500 per 
annum. It was understood at the time the 
offer was made that the company would be 
willing to pay $10 per instrument. This 
would mean a municipal income of $55,000. 
Yet twenty-four Aldermen vote to adopt an 
ordinance which will bring the city only 
$19,000 per annum, which secures no reduc- 
tion of the exorbitant charges or the people, 
and which places no restrictions on the oper- 
utions of the monopoly, which in fact it is 
proposed to make a monopoly in perpetuity.

There may be three or four among those 
whose names appear in the above list who 
did not comprehend the meaning or evil ef- 
fect of their vote and do not expect boodle. 
There can be no doubt, however, as to the 
motives of five-sixths of the twenty-four. 
They were actuated by boodle. They are 
after bribes for betrayine their constitu- 
ents. There can be no other honest explana- 
tion of their votes, which were in disregard 
of the law, of conscience, and their oaths of 
office. 

It was a plain bribery deal. The Alder- 
men doubtiess anticipated escaping public 
criticism for those votes on account of the 
excitement arising out of the strike. The 
job is too scandalous not to attract attention. 
The constituents of the Aldermen voting for 
the job will bear it in mind that the rascals 
may be punished at the proper time, Not 
one of them can defend his vote on this 
question or offer any sort of decent or rea- 
sonabie excuse for his course in reference to 
the ordinance. It is rotten, rascally, and 
corrupt. If a grana jury could get at 
the bottom facts in the case it is 
probable that all but three or four of those 
who voted for the substituted ordinance 
would be indicted and placed on trial. Those 
escaping as not being in the boodle deal 
would get off on the ground that they were 
such fools and ignoramuses as not to know 
any better than vote as they did. 

The ordinance recommended by Ald. Ernst, 
Tiedemann, and Weinhardt is indeed too 
liberal towards the telephone company. It 
proposes rentals of $90, $85, and $75. A lower 
figure would be acceptable to the telephone 
company if the Aldermen were détermined 
on protecting the city and the patrons and 
renters of the instruments. The company 


has no ordinance now. The presentation of 


the substitute ordinance by its attorneys to

Lonpon, Oct. 9.— The authorities entertain 
a well-grounded fear that some of the inju- 
dicious efforts now being made to discover 
and capture the fiendish assassin of White- 
chapel will lead to more murders than he 
has committed. The district is swarming 
with amateur detectives who want to 
gain a reputation dy catching the mur- 
derer. As they are armed to the teeth 
there is a possibility of their shooting any 
man who may arouse their suspicions. Then 
the medical students in large numbers are 
patroling the streets nightly in the garb of 
women. Concealed in the folds of 
their dresses each one of them car- 
ries a pistol and a dagger. The stu- 
dents are particularly incensed against 
the assassin, as they entertain a fear, since 
the doctors testified at the inquest on Annie 
Chapman tbat, in their opinion, he must 
have some knowledge of anatomy, that he 
is allied to them professionally. In addition 
to these, the hapless women of the streets 
themselves are armed with knives and 
vitriol Although the Government has 
declined to offer a reward for the 
apprehension of the wretch, public 
spirited residents have offered a sufficient 
sum to compensate any party who would 
capture him for his trouble. e £100 con- 
tributed by Samuel Montague, M. P., for this 
purpose has been supplemented by £50 sub- 
scribed by the police of one of the divisions. 
The Hebrew residents of the neighborhood 
have offered a substantial reward for the au- 
thor of the atrocities and have organized 
themselves into a vigilance committee.

Company, while Messrs. Jeff Chandler of St. 
Louis and William C. Strowbridge of Phila- 
deiphia, also Government counsel on the 
case, were only a few feet away. At the 
table on tne right sat the attorneys for the 
Bell Company, Storrow and Dickerson, who 
have been connected with the litigation in 
which the telephone company has been in- 
volved. In a low tone of voice, ha audi- 
ble a few feet away, Chief Justice er an- 
nounced that members of the bar would be 


admitted to practice and three or four gentle- 


men were sworn in. 

The Chief Justice then announced that 
motions were in order, and Senator Stewart 
and a few others entered motaons in several 
cases.

Counsel are present, said Mr. McKen- 
ney, clerk of the court, and Solicitor General 
Jonks, rising, asked that four hours be al- 
lowed each side in which to present their 
case. This being to, Judge Thurman, 
after consultation with his associates, arose, 

his cane on the table, and drawing 
rom his pocket the familiar old bandana and 
his snuff-box placed the latter on the table in 
front of him and 2 his ar ent. His 
voice was low and husky at the start, but 
soon gathered strength and remained 
clear and strong te the close of 
his forty minute speech. His manner 
of speaking was plain, simple, and direct. 
Standing erect, facing tine court, his right 
hand ho ding his eyeglasses and tne left at 
the pocket of his trousers, he spoke slowly 
and distinctiy and with an absence of ord- 
torical flourish. He was only interrupted 
twice and then by questions of no pertinency 
as showing the opinions of the Justices. 
When he took up the opinion ot Judge Cet 
of Massachusetts overruling the Govern- 
ment’s demurrer he said that it seemed to be 
a sin in the eyes of some Judges not to blind- 
ly follow the decisions of their predecessors, 
and this, he said, seemed to be particularly 
true in the good, old Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts. Wein the West,“ he continued, 
with a smile, don't think so, and if a Judge 
renders a wrong decision and another Judge 
gets a chance to reverse his decision heis 
aptto do it.” Judge Thurman closed his 
argument at ten minutes past 1 and left the 
court-room a few minutes later, after Jef 
Chandler had begun his speech. 
THE SUIT REVIEWED. 

The telephone case under argument today 
grows out ofasuit brought by acting At- 
torney-General Jenks in tne Circuit Court of 
the United States for the District of Massa- 
chusetts to have canceled two patents 
granted Alex. Graham Bell as inventor of the 
telephone on the ground that the patents 
were obtained by fraud. The Beil company 
entered a demurrer to this suit in which they 
maintained, among other things, that in the 
absence of any specific statute the United 
States had no power to maintain a bill in 
equity to cancel a patent for an invention. 
The Circuit Court held that this 
point was well taken, but furthermore ruled 
that even were the court not to go to this ex- 
tremé length the demurrer must be sustained 
on the ground that the main question raised 
against the validity of Beil’s pateats could 
be advanced in an infringement suit, and 
that the Attorney General could not bring a 
suit to cancel a patent on grounds which con- 
stitute a defense in infringement cases. The 
case comes to the Supreme Court on appeal 
from this decision. Judge Thurmen in his 
argument said that the Bell Company 
conceded tke constitutional right of 
the Government to enact 3 
ute giving the Attorney 
eral power to bring suit to cancel a 
patent, but maintained that in the absence of 
such a statute the Attorney General had no 
such power. Judge Thurman asserted that 
no Congressional action was necessary, that 
the Constitution gave ample yee eve for 
the bringing of the suit, and he d that 
Congress could not even by express statute 
limit this power, for it would therefore abro- 
gate the Constitution. 

Mr. Chandier maintained that the oy of 
the Executive to bri this suit was inber- 
ent, and that when Government was 
wronged by fraud or otherwise in the execu- 
tion of its laws it had the right by bill of 

uity to cancel and nullify this wrong. 

r. Storrow, for tne il company, con- 
troverted the Government’s position and de- 
clared that the Attorney General did not 
have the power claimed, and that the fact 
that the extensive legislation in regard to 

tents made no mention of this power for- 

e its exercise. He further maintained 
that everything alleged in the Government’s 
bill could be advanced in an infringement 
suit brought by —— parties. If the power 
existed in the vernment to bring a suit to 
cancel a patent its exercise should plainly be 
umited to cases where the statutory defenses 
failed to reach the case, for to hold otherwise 
would turn patent litigation largely into the 
hands of the Government, which evidently 
was not the intention of the law. Argument 
in the case will be resumed tomorrow. All 
the Justices of the Supreme Court sit in this 
case except Justice Matthews, who is ill, and 
Justice Gray, who has relatives niarily 
interested in the Bell Telephone Company.

What the Investigating Committee Has 
Learned and What It Will Do. 

E. Popper, S. J. Johnson, and J. H. Purdy, 
the committee appointed by the holders of 
the Wabash first mortgage bonds, finished 
their investigation of the road’s books and ac- 
counts yesterday and leave this morning

Mr. Popper said last night: “The first 
mortgage bondholders had no recognition in 
the various suits. pending until along in the 
early part of last summer they were granted 
leave to enter the general litigation. Our 
committee represents about $3,000,000 of the 
total issue of the firsts, but is receiving ac- 
cessions.
